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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 

There have been more cases of infectious diseases 
within the past year than in the year preceding it, con- 
sequently the expenses of the Board of Health have been 
greater. 

In our report this year, there are some things in 
connection with infectious diseases and quarantine that 
We wish to emphasize and there are some that we wish 
to explain. 

Universal co-operation with the State and local 
Boards of Health is essential in preventing the spread of 
contagious diseases by effective quarantine. As a rule, 
the Plaistow Board of Health for the past eight years has 
had the willing co-operation of the people in matters of 
quarantine. Most families are as anxious to protect the 
public against an infectious disease from which some 
member of their household may be suffering as the public 
is to be protected, and it speaks well for the people that 
it is so; but there are a very few families—and it is for- 
tunate that there are onlv a few—who had rather an in- 
fectious disease spread over the whole town than 
be under restraint themselves or be obliged to restrain 
their children for a short time while under quarantine. 
In this connection it may be well to quote the State law in 
regard to the reporting of infectious diseases. 

Section 2. ‘‘Whenever any person knows or has 
reason to believe that anv member of his family or house- 
hold (boarder, roomer or visitor) has either smallpox, 
diphtheria, membranous croup, scarlet fever, typhoid 
fever, measles, or any other malignant communicable dis- 
ease, he shall, within twenty-four hours, if no physician 
is in attendanée, give notice thereof to the local board of 
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health of the town or city in which he resides, and such 
notice shall be given, either verbally to one of the health 
officers, or by a communication addressed to the board 
of health and duly mailed within the time specified. 


Section. 9. Any person who knowingly violates any 
provision of this chapter, or any regulation established 
by authority of this chapter, shall be punished by a fine 
of ten dollars for each offense.’’ 

It will be seen by this that it becomes as much the 
duty of the family to report the disease when no physi- 
cian is called as it the duty of the physician to report the 
ease when he is called, and the fine for failing to do so is 
the same in either case. 

There is also a mistaken idea in the minds of some as 
to the duties and privileges of the Board of Health. There 
seems to be a current opinion—and about every family 
who is under quarantine gets the ‘‘tip’’ from someone— 
that it is the duty of the Board of Health, not onty to pay 
the working wages of the family while under quarantine, 
but also the bills of the grocery-man and the doctor. 
Such a course in many cases, were it right and just, 
would be immensely popular with the parties mentioned, 
but unfortunately for them it is neither right nor just. 
it is, however the duty of the Board of Health to see that 
all families are supplied with the necessaries of life while 
under quarantine and to visit them as often as necessary 
for that purpose, but it is not the duty of the Board to 
pay for those necessaries unless it be a case of charity, 
which must be considered as other similar town expenses. 

It is a misfortune to be sick, and in cases where there 
is no quarantine, like pneumonia or typhoid fever, the 
family, if able, pays for its own misfortune without ques- 
tion. It is sometimes an extra expense to have an infee- 
tious disease, but in so far as that extra expense is for the 
protection of other members of the family, it should not 
be borne by the Board of Health. But wherever quaran-_ 
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tine or restraint by the Board of Health which is for the 
public good, makes the misfortune more expensive, then 
it is right that the public should pay for its own protec- 
tion. These are the conditions on which the Board of 
Health bases its expenditures. There are, however, cases 
in which it is difficult to determine what is for the public 
good and what is for the benefit of the family. In such 
cases, the Board, of course, has to use its own judgment. 
No doubt that judgment may be bad at times, but the 
Board aims to be fair to all concerned. It expects criti- 
cism. It gets what it expects. It aims to be economical, 
but no Board of Health ever comprehended its duty if it 
measured the public health and the lives and protection 
of the people in terms of finance.

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REPORT OF THE PLAISTOW, N. H. BOARD OF 
EDUCATION. 


For the Year Ending Feb. 15, 1913. 


At the annual school district meeting of March 12, 
1912 it was voted to reopen the Westville school. Various 
reasons were given for this movement. 

The cost of transportation and the small attendance 
of scholars at Pollard school on stormy days being a seri- 
ous drawback as we draw a considerable sum from the 
State on the average attendance. That the matter of re- 
opening this school has proved a success educationally as 
well as financially, we have not the least doubt. Only 
scholars of the first four grades attend this school as 
those in higher grades are able to walk to the Pollard 
school. This does away with the cost of transportation 
which would be somewhat in excess of what it has cost to 
run the school. We have not the least doubt but what 
these four grades at the Westville school have had all 
the advantages that it is possible to give them, thanks to 
the able and ef£cient manner in which the teacher, Miss 
Donna G. Hills under the instruction of our principal, 
Miss A. Mabelle Warner has conducted this school. 

Owing to the fact that the school house had to be 
refurnished as all seats and desks had been sold, and as 
this matter took considerable time we were not able to 
open the school until March 25, thereby getting in only 
_ 32 weeks schooling the past year. 

The work at the Pollard school, in the minds of the 
School Board, has been ably handled. 

We sincerely hope that the people of the district will 
give much thought to the matter of keeping up the splen- 
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did efficiency of our schools which we now enjoy, bearing 
in mind that the population of our district is increasing’ 
and that a more thorough education of the children is 
necessary, this being possible only when teachers of a 
high standard of efficiency are employed. 

We the School Board, hope that you will heartily co- 
operate with us in this endeavor. The estimates of the 
School Board for the coming year for High school are 
$800.00 for text books and supplies, $175.00, and recom- 
mend in addition to the amount required by law 
$1,300.00. 

The sum of $250.00 was appropriated for the pur- 
pose of grading the grounds at Pollard school. This sum 
was turned over to the Hon. A. G. Pollard who kindly 
contributed an additional sum of $70.00 and had the work 
done for this amount. 


In regard to the wages being paid the several teach- 
ers we wish to state that all four teachers at the Pollard 
school are Normal school graduates holding State certi- 
ficates and the State pays us back the sum of $2.00 per 
week on each teacher. We will take Miss Warner’s 
wages for example. She receiving the sum of $18.50 per 
week, of which amount the State pays back $2.00: per 
week, making her wages but $16.50 per week for the dis- 
trict to pay. She takes the part of superintendent of the 
Pollard and Westville schools. We note that in the 1911 
report that Mr. Clarence E. Baker, superintendent, was 
paid the sum of $83.33 for five months’ service Plaistow 
school district. This would be an average of about four 
dollars per week, take this amount from the wages 
we pay our present superintendent it seems to us that we 
are indeed fortunate in procuring a teacher and superin- 
tendent for this sum. 

The other three teachers at the Pollard school 
are being paid as follows: Miss Laura E. Bartlett, 5th 
and 6th grades, $14 per week; Miss Myrtie Chapman, 4th 
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and 5th grades, $10 per week; Miss Edith Burdett, Ist 
and 2nd grades, $11 per week. Take two dollars per 
week from each one which we get back from the State 
and the amounts are as follows: $12, $8, $9 per week 
respectively. This matter of teachers’ wages has been 
brought to the notice of the School Board several times 
and we thought an explanation of the matter in this form 
would no doubt make it plain to the people interested 1n | 
the district. 

We thank you for your kind attention and again ask 
you to co-operate with us in keeping up the present 
standard of efficiency in our schools.

REPORT OF GRADES I AND II. 
Parents and Citizens of Plaistow: 


In accordance with the request of the Board of Edu- 
cation, I present the following report. 

At the opening of the present school year, there were 
fifty-four pupils in grades I and II more pupils than seat- 
ing capacity and many more than one teacher could 
handle satisfactorily. Many parents objected to the 
small children remaining through two full sessions, others 
to the tots going home at the morning recess and return- 
ing at noon. Lack of funds would not permit the hiring 
of an assistant teacher. After due consideration of the 
conditions, and by vote of the committee, the pupils were 
divided into two sections, the first grade to attend from 
9 to 12m; only. 
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The theory with respect to this plan is: that with 
only half of the grade in attendance at either session, 
pupils will make as much progress intellectually in the 
Single session as they could be attending two sessions with 
the whole grade present; that the teacher, being relieved 
to a considerable extent from the problem of managing 
two-thirds of a roomful of children while she is attempt- — 
ing to teach the remaining fraction, will be able to give 
better instruction and the pupils will have less opportun- 
ity to acquire dwadling habits of work to follow them on 
to higher grades, since they will be more closely super- 
vised. 

_ While this plan is new in Plaistow, it is not an experi- 
ment, since it has been tried successfully in cities that 
rank educationally. 

Now, however, that the ee of pupils in these 
grades is forty, I recommend that both grades attend both 
Sessions of the spring term. 

In order that the citizens may have a clear under-- 
standing of my aim in managing their school, I submit the 
following: ) 

My aim is to establish a system whereby the pupils 
graduated from the Pollard school may be well prepared 
‘to enter High school. To do this will take time. The sys- 
tem must begin in the first grade and continue through- 
out the eight years. Then there must be a course of 
study so that a definite amount of work may be accom- 
plished each year. Accordingly, I have arranged a course, 
and as fast as possible am putting it into operation in the 
grades. 

Great stress will be laid on reading not simply the 
mechanics, but the power to get and interpret the thought 
from the printed page. That this is very necessary is 
shown when pupils fail in the upper grade subjects be- 
cause they cannot read intelligently enough to get their 
‘lessons. 
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The aim in teaching arithmetie will be to give a 
thorough knowledge of the practical application of num- 
bers. The work in the past has been too largely abstract. 

Drill in the use of the ‘‘mother tongue’’ will be given 
from the start, but the study of technical grammar will 
not begin until the sixth grade. 

The fifth grade will begin the study of North 
America in geography. This is quite a different condi- 
tion from the present, since the eighth grade are now 
studying their own continent for the first time. The use 
of the dictionary previously unknown is now used in all 
the grades above the fourth. 

All changes come about gradually. When the sys- 
tem for instruction in the fundamentals is well in order, 
we hope to give more attention to drawing, music and 
nature study. 

The per cent of attendance during the past year has 
been slightly increased. This is gratifying. I wish, how- 
ever, | might impress upon the parents the necessity of 
getting the children to school on time. Thus far, we have 
registered 125 cases of tardiness in the Pollard school, 
and 49 in the Westville. Co-operation in this matter 
would be much appreciated by all the teachers. 

During the year the test papers have been sent home 
in order that the parents may keep in touch with the work 
being done, and their child’s standing in the work. Some 
parents have refused to sign these papers thinking that 
by so doing they are expressing satisfaction with the poor 
work done. This is not so. The signing of the paper is 
to let the teacher know the parents have seen the paper. 

While the foregoing does not cover every phase of the 
work, it is, I trust, sufficiently comprehensive to give our. 
eitizens an intelligent idea of the present condition of 
their public school interest, and the spirit underlying 
those interests. 

In closing, I desire to express my appreciation of the 
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willing and efficient service of the corps of teachers in 
carrying out the various undertakings of the year.
